Fraudster 
had secret 
cash stash 

A father of two with £57,000 salted away in secret bank 
accounts has been locked up for pocketing more than 
£15,000 in a benefits scam. Balbir Rai concealed the cash 
from the Department for Work and Pensions, a court 
heard. 

He spread it among nine different bank accounts, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. The 36-year-old, of 
Coseley, told officials he had no savings to enable him to 
claim job seekers allowance. He continued to collect the 
benefit payments for almost two years before investigators 
found him out. 

It was during this time the deposits in his secret 
accounts soared from almost £18,000 to £57,000. 

Prosecutor Miss Laura Hobson said: “He claimed to have 
neither savings nor capital when making his written appli¬ 
cation for job seeker’s allowance in June 2008, despite 
having nine bank accounts with £17,753 in them, a figure 
that increased steadily. 

“It had risen to £28,000 the following month and by 
October 2009 the total was £57,000. As a result of his 
actions he was over paid £15,293 to which he had no enti¬ 
tlement. 

Questions 

“When these matters came to light he was reluctant to 
discuss his bank accounts, claiming not to understand the 
questions that he was being asked. 

“When the evidence was put before him he expressed 
dismay that investigators had been able to access this 
information without his consent.” 

Rai, from Vicarage Road, claimed the money was finan¬ 
cial support from an “uncle”. 

Mr Scott Coughtrie, defending, told the court on 
Monday: “He was desperate and going through a difficult 
time after separating from his wife. He had no money and 
no job and felt he was in dire circumstances.” 

Rai, who was of previous good character, admitting dis¬ 
honestly making a false statement between June 30, 2008, 
and May 21, 2010. 

Recorder William Edis QC jailed him for eight weeks and 
told him: “Many ordinary honest taxpayers would give 
their right arm to have savings of £57,000 in the bank but 
they do not go out and steal other people’s money. 

“You were by no means on your uppers when you made 
this claim and still kept claiming while you prospered.”

Girlfriend 
is flung 
out of car 

A motorist who was more than twice 
the drink drive limit crashed his car, 
causing his girlfriend to be thrown out 
of the vehicle, Dudley Magistrates 
Court was told. The vehicle ended up 
on its roof. 

Todd Harris had been drinking 
before losing control of his mother’s 
Renault Laguna in Hagley Road, 
Halesowen. Harris, aged 22, needed to 
be cut out of the vehicle by fire crews. 

He was not seriously injured but his 
girlfriend needed treatment from 
paramedics at the scene. 

Police arrested Harris and a breath 
test gave a reading of 96mg of alcohol 
in 100ml of breath. The limit is 35mg. 

Harris, of Crabbe Street, Stour¬ 
bridge, was disqualified from driving 
for 23 months and handed a commu¬ 
nity order including 40 hours of 
unpaid work. 

The court heard Harris told police 
he did not remember the collision, 
which happened at 2.20am. 

Mr Michael Doyle, defending, said 
Harris had left his house following a 
row between his mother and her 
partner the evening before the crash 
happened. 

He went for a few drinks, which had 
included a pint of cider and some Jack 
Daniels whiskey, with his girlfriend 
before driving home. 

“He thought wrongly that he was 
OK to drive,” Mr Doyle said. 

Harris was ordered at the hearing 
to pay £80 costs. He had pleaded 
guilty at an earlier hearing to driving 
with excess alcohol.

Court order 
to sell house 

A mother who helped launder money from the 
sale of stolen cars has been ordered to sell her 
home to pay back £126,000 — or face more time 
in prison. 

Mother-of-three Hayley Hughes, aged 40, 
was jailed last year after admitting 14 charges 
of money laundering. She was released on 
appeal after three months. At a Proceeds of 
Crime hearing at Birmingham Crown Court 
last week she was given six months to pay back 
the £126,000 in “criminally held assets”, and 
told to sell her house to fund the payment. 

If she does not meet the deadline, she will face 
a prison sentence of two years and three 
months.Det Sgt Dave Treacy, from West Mid¬ 
lands Police’s payback team, welcomed the 
ruling. 

“This is an excellent example of our confisca¬ 
tion powers, removing the assets from criminals 
who seek to profit from their criminality,” he 
said.” He said under the Proceeds of Crime Act 
that money would be taken away and handed to 
good causes. 

Hughes, of Marshwood Croft, Halesowen, 
was jailed for two years last year, but after three 
months appeal judges released her, agreeing 
the original jail term was too harsh. 

They replaced it with a 12-month sentence, 
suspended for 18 months, with a supervision 
order. The court had been told that Hughes was 
addicted to crack cocaine before getting into a 
relationship with criminal Lee Morris. 

Morris, 36, is serving a 10-year jail term after 
pleading guilty to 36 burglaries. 


Councillor David Stanley, 
said many of the bins were 
taken by youths, who used 
them to build bonfires to 
keep warm while they 
drank beer.

fraudulently requesting a 
replacement, claiming it 
was stolen. Dudley police 
said they were not aware of 
a problem with stolen 
wheelie bins.

Countess 
of Dudley 
dies, 78 



The Countess of 
Dudley, better known 
to film fans as actress 
Maureen Swanson, 
has died aged 78. 

Lady Dudley 
married William 
Ward, then Viscount 
Ednam and later the 
fourth Earl of Dudley, 
in August 1961. 

Maureen Swanson 
was born in Glasgow 
on November 25 1932 and developed 

passion for dance, particularly 
ballet, from a young age. 

She won a place at the Sadler’s 
Wells Ballet School. She was later 
selected to perform with the Sadler’s 
Wells Theatre Ballet Company. 

It was while with the company she 
was spotted by a talent scout in a pro¬ 
duction at the Theatre Royal, in 
Drury Lane. 

During the 1950s she became a 
familiar face to cinemagoers appear¬ 
ing in films such as Moulin Rouge, 
Knights of the Round Table and A 
Town Like Alice for the Rank Organi¬ 
sation. She gave up her screen career 
after marrying Viscount Ednam in 
1961, just days after his divorce from 
his first wife was finalised. The 
couple’s first son was born prema¬ 
turely and lived for only a few hours. 

They went on to have five daugh¬ 
ters before the birth of another son in 
1971. The countess died on November 
16 and is survived by her husband 
and six children.

More than 200 people have had their 
say on new £6million plans to revamp 
Dudley’s historic market place. 

Since a second public consultation began, 
Dudley Council has been inundated with 
people sharing their views on the scheme. 

The plans have received a mixed response 
from people in town, with some welcoming the 
more modern designs for the market stalls 
while others have said they believe the 
revamp is not needed. 

The consultation asks shoppers and traders 
about paving, seating, public art and lighting. 

An initial consultation was held in March 
and ran for six weeks. 

It featured three different market place 
options, as well as plans to relocate the 
Duncan Edwards statue and to bring the foun¬ 
tain back into use by introducing lighting to 
highlight its special features. 

After that, new proposals were drafted up 
which extended the scheme, including addi¬ 
tional parking, new footpaths, improved con¬ 
trolled crossing points and new cycle parking 
in Castle Street, as well as improvements to 
the steps and frontage of St Edmunds Church. 

Responses 

The redevelopment of the market place now 
includes Castle Street, up to and including the 
Earl of Dudley statue. 

Council spokeswoman Claire Marshall said: 
“The consultation is in its fourth week and so 
far we’ve had 203 responses.” 

An information stand was put up in the 
market place last week giving people the 
chance to find out more about the project. 

Public art will feature in the overall scheme 
and shoppers and traders were able to view 
examples of the work. 

A lighting display last week showed people 
examples of special features being lit up in 
Dudley town centre. 

Questionnaires can be completed on the 
council’s website before Saturday. 

Councillor Angus Adams, cabinet member 
for economic regeneration, said: “The market 
place consultation looks at ways in which we 
can sympathetically restore and highlight the 
fantastic features of Dudley’s historic town 
centre.” 

More than 600 people took part in the first 
consultation earlier this year.

A dispersal order giving the police 
powers to break up nuisance gangs could 
be brought in at a trouble-plagued beauty 
spot in Wordsley. 

The order is just one of the options being con¬ 
sidered for King George V Park. 

Other suggestions include installing flood¬ 
lights at the children’s play area where youths 
are known to gather at night. 

The possible measures to protect the park 
from booze-fuelled vandal attacks will be dis¬ 
cussed at a meeting of residents, councillors and 
police. 

The meeting has been organised following a 
number of attacks over the years. 

As well as the dispersal order covering Bell 
Lane, the times the park is locked up, and 
whether parts of the site should remain open to 
allow police quicker access should trouble be 
reported, will also be discussed 

The meeting will take place at the park tomor¬ 
row, December 2 and involves nearby residents, 
police, councillors and members of Dudley 
Council’s Green Care team which looks after the 
park. 

Plants have been torn up, litter strewn around 
the site and items such as fences and benches 
have been destroyed in previous attacks. 

Support 

Councillor Geoffrey Southall said residents 
reported that problems were continuing at the 
beauty spot at night. 

He added: “This meeting has been organised 
to try and deal with this problem once and for 
all,” he said. 

“We are looking at the possibility of seeking a 
dispersal order for Bells Lane as one of the mea¬ 
sures, and this meeting will allow us to gauge 
the support for that. 

“Police will be taking part in the meeting so 
they will be able to take away the opinions given 
at the meeting in terms of that idea. 

“We also want to get the views on floodlighting 
the play area as a deterrent against people gath¬ 
ering there at night. 

“Presently the park is locked at night, 
although the times this happens seems to vary. 
This is also something we will be looking at.” 

Councillor Southall said that while it was not 
a public meeting, residents had been invited 
after councillors were approached by household¬ 
ers at a recent meeting of Brierley Hill Area 
Committee.

“An area like ours which has lost 
jobs in traditional manufacturing but 
failed to attract new industries and 
new jobs needs to encourage young 
people to think about careers in engi¬ 
neering, advanced manufacturing 
and areas like research, development 
and design which is exactly what the 
UTCs are being established to do.”

Woman in £32,000 benefits fraud 


A fraudster from Halesowen 
illegally pocketed around £32,000 
in benefits, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Marie Flavell collected income 
support along with housing and 
council tax pay outs to which she was 
not entitled for two years before the 
con was uncovered by investigators. 

The 42-year-old, who had been legit¬ 
imately claiming the state handouts 
as a lone parent, failed to notify the 
authorities when her boyfriend set up 


home with her, revealed prosecutor 
Joe Templeton. 

She was paid more than £80,000 in 
benefits since the original claim was 
made but only around £32,000 of that 
was received fraudulently, the court 
heard. 

Circumstances 

Ironically, she would have got 
roughly the same amount of money in 
different benefits such as tax credit if 
she had told the truth about her cir¬ 
cumstances, Mr Anthony Bell, defend¬ 


ing, said. “She was not enjoying a life 
of luxury. It was still life on the bread¬ 
line,” he added. 

Flavell, from Huntlands Road, 
admitted last week to failing to report 
a change in her circumstances 
between 2007 and 2009 and was 
given a 20-week prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for 18 months under supervi¬ 
sion and ordered to do 180 hours 
unpaid work. 

Judge Michael Dudley said “hard 
working people” were fed up with 
cheats. 


Fishing 
lake plan 
approved 

A revived bid to install a 
fishing lake on land in Hale¬ 
sowen has been given the 
go-ahead despite concerns 
over wildlife. 

Proposals for the develop¬ 
ment on land currently used 
for horse grazing in Hagley 
Road were thrown out by 
Dudley Council planners 
last year and dismissed on 
appeal by the planning 
inspectorate. 

But renewed plans 
without an amenity build¬ 
ing, which was originally 
proposed, were approved by 
the council’s development 
control committee last 
week. 

Ward councillor Ken 
Turner told the meeting 
that 25 people had raised 
concerns and said he was 
“surprised” the plans had 
been submitted again. 

He said important 
wildlife and archaeology at 
the site would be lost. 

Residents were worried 
there will be extra traffic 
and also have concerns 
about the noise, he said. 

But landowner Andy 
Foxhall said he had worked 
with the Environment 
Agency and they had not 
objected to the proposals.

Council home sales 
show a recent drop 


NUMBERS of people buying 
their council homes in Sandwell 
have plummeted in recent years. 

Sales were in their hundreds from 
2001/02 to 2007/08, peaking in 
2003/04 when 1,026 people bought 
their homes. 

But the past two years only 102 
people taking up the option. 

Councillor Ray Nock, the leader of 
Sandwell’s opposition Conservative 
group, said numbers have fallen after 
discounts were discontinued. 

He said: “I’m not surprised that the 
right to buy numbers have dipped 
after Labour withdrew a number of 
discounts. “I am so pleased Govern¬ 
ment has announced it will be reintro¬ 
ducing a form of right to buy with five 


per cent deposits on mortgages to help 
Sandwell residents buy their council 
homes. I think this is the way 
forward.” 

Latest figures show in 2007/08 213 
people bought their council home. But 
that figure more than halved to 91 the 
year after and went down again to 47 
in 2009/10 and 55 last year. 

A total of 4,376 people have bought 
their homes over the past 10 years. 

Backing 

Councillor Nock said he was 
backing a Whitehall suggestion to 
introduce a form of the right to buy 
scheme launched in the 1980s. 

Margaret Thatcher’s Government 
of the time allowed council tenants to 
buy their council homes at a discount. 


Tenants who lived there for up to three 
years got a 33 per cent discount on the 
property’s market value, increasing to 
up to 50 per cent discounts for people 
with tenancies of 20 years. 

The Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment Secretary Eric Pickles 
recently said at the Conservative 
Party conference he was planning to 
relaunch the scheme. He has not yet 
said what discounts will be offered. 

Councillor Nock added he hoped the 
move would bring in cash, as well as 
help people from the borough to get on 
the property ladder. 

Council bosses hope to build 700 
homes a year up to 2015 to help strug¬ 
gling residents from the six towns get 
to buy their first homes. It is antici¬ 
pated it would cost £280 million.

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Cabbies hit in blitz 

Two private hire taxi drivers have had their licences sus¬ 
pended and one minibus banned from the road after police 
found they were being driving with “dangerous” defects. 

Halesowen police working with taxi licensing enforce¬ 
ment officers from Dudley Council checked private hire 
taxis during the school run. 

During the operation, nine cars were checked and a third 
were found to be driving despite problems including poor 
tyre tread, broken headlights and indicators. 

Sgt Martin Hall, from the Halesowen North neighbour¬ 
hood policing team, said the event had been carried out as 
part of ongoing partnership working between the police 
and council. 

“One vehicle — a minibus - had to be taken off the road 
completely due to the number of defects and the general 
poor condition,” he said. “It was a very successful morning 
and we are pleased with what we have achieved. 

“When there are defects such as a bad general condition, 
tyre tread, or lighting offences it can be a danger and 
enforcement officers are quite rightly very hot on these.”

A dedicated keeper at Dudley Zoo uses her own lunch- 
break to dash off around the nearby market and pick up 
tasty treats for the animals in her care. 

Kirsty Thornton volunteers to make the daily dash 
around the town’s market stalls to provide the Castle Hill 
attraction’s primates and porcupines with a varied diet. 

Juicy treats are now put aside for the animals. The gen¬ 
erosity of workers in the town means the animals get treats 
such as grapes, sweetcorn, parsnips, spring onions, plums 
and strawberries. Kirsty said: “Most days I leave a few 
minutes spare in my lunch break and then make a mad 
dash to the market. 

“Some of the stallholders have fruit and vegetables in 
boxes and the council’s employees also look for tasty left¬ 
over food and keep it in their storeroom. 

“There are some lovely treats. A lot of the food goes to the 
primates as I work on that section. 

“The orang-utans, howler monkeys and capuchins regu¬ 
larly enjoy titbits I have collected from the market. The 
crested porcupines also eat some of the vegetables.” 


Group is handed 
£9,000 for study 

A Black Country group has received £9,000 for a feasibil¬ 
ity study on improvements to a community centre. 

Quarry Bank Community Association has been told its 
bid for cash from the Big Lottery Fund has been successful. 
It will be used to look at ways Quarry Bank Community 
Centre can be refurbished to benefit existing users. 

Members of the association also hope improving the 
building will lead to it being used more by the community. 

The study will look at the possibility of providing a 
second hall, additional meeting rooms and upgrading the 
kitchen. 

Plans to improve disabled facilities and the creation of a 
public square will also be looked at. 

The study will produce a digital survey of the centre as 
it is now and create computer modelling of what it could 
look like. 

These findings and options will be presented for commu¬ 
nity discussion and approval at the Diamond Jubilee con¬ 
sultation day in June 2012.

“One or two people have called me 
Del Boy,” admits Chris, from Habber- 
ley Road, Rowley Regis. 

But soaring insurance costs, 
coupled with the simple mechanics 
and low depreciation of older cars, has 
led to a surge in demand for cars from 
the 1970s and 80s. 

And many image conscious young¬ 
sters have cottoned on to the fact that 
an older car, even a run-of-the-mill 
motor such as a Vauxhall Cavalier or 
Ford Sierra, will cut far more of a dash 
than the lookalike vehicles of today. 

“I’ve always had a thing for Capris, 
I just like the shape,” says Chris, who 
also has a modern Volvo. 

“I get far more people look at me in 
the Capri than I do in the Volvo, and 
that is all body-kitted up,” he says. 

“But for a lot of young people it is the 
cost of insurance. When you hit 21 the 


classic car insurance kicks in, and it’s 
the difference between paying £300 
and three grand. 

“Also, the prices are shooting up. If 
you buy a Corsa or something, it’s 
worth next to nothing when you come 
to sell.” 

Another youngster who has caught 
on to the appeal of classic motoring is 
17-year-old Sam Rodgers from Brier- 
ley Hill, near Dudley, who spent two- 
and-a-half years restoring his 1989 
Mini with the help of his father. 

“At first, when I was growing up, I 
wanted a Clio or something like that, 
but by the time I was 14 I really 
wanted a Mini,” says Sam, who is 
studying for his A-levels at King 
Edward VI College in Stourbridge. 

“My dad said if I really wanted one I 
could have one, but we would have to 
do it ourselves. 

“We paid £100 for it, and then every 
night we had free we were out in the 
garage working on it. More young 
people are looking at older cars, but it 
has to be a particular type. 

“There is a lad I was at school with, 
he’s got a Mini now, and there is 
someone at college who has got an old 
Beetle.” 

Brett Guest, a chef from the Kates

Hill area of Dudley, was 30 years old 
when he bought his 1966 Mkl Ford 
Cortina five years ago. 

“Every time you fill up with petrol it 
takes you half an hour, because every¬ 
body wants to talk to you about it,” he 
says. 

“If you look at modern cars today, 
they all look the same. A few years ago 
the Subaru Impreza had its own 
shape, but now if you park a Subaru 
Impreza, a Seat Leon and a Ford 
Focus ST next to one another, it would 
be hard to tell which was which.” 

Now 35, Brett says his 15-year-old 
son will eventually inherit his immac¬ 
ulate Cortina. 

Television and film exposure could 
be another reason why some seem¬ 
ingly unlikely cars have become the 
must-have thing among the younger 
generation. 

A few years ago the Honda Civic was 
not a car that would normally be asso¬ 
ciated with youth culture. 

While praised for its engineering 


and durability, it suffered from an “old 
man’s car image” — perhaps not helped 
by its appearance as Victor Meldrew’s 
car in One Foot In The Grave. 

But the 2001-2003 Civic tops the 
poll of “geek chic” cars in Britannia 
Rescue survey, with 45 per cent of 
classic car dealers reporting renewed 
interest in the car following an 
appearance in the film The Fast and 
The Furious. 

However, the 1,115 drivers aged 18 
to 38 who took part in the survey said 
their liking for older cars had nothing 
to do with their celebrity status, and 
was more to do with style (19 per cent) 
and low depreciation (18 per cent). 

Even the much-derided Austin Maxi 
seems to be gaining a new lease of life. 

“A lad over the road has got a Maxi, 
it has been in his family since about 
1973,” says Brett. 

“He put it up for sale a while ago and 
he was over-run with kids wanting to 
buy it. In the end he decided he 
couldn’t part with it.”

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Cancer patients’ bus 
axed to save money 


HUNDREDS of people, including cancer suf¬ 
ferers travelling for radiotherapy, will be hit as a 
hard-up charity cuts its bus service between 
Sandwell and Birmingham. 

The Murray Hall Community Trust is stopping the Bridges 
Support Service for people having cancer treatment at Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Edgbaston after it overspent by 
£80,000. Changes will affect 470 people, the trust said - 
although patients will still be able to travel to Sandwell, City, 
Rowley Regis and Russells Hall hospitals. 

Trust chiefs said stopping the service would only save 
£20,000 — a quarter of the money it needs to save - and it is 
not certain how they will balance the books. 

Cancer survivor Arnold Farrington, aged 76, of Oldbury, 


sandwellchronicle@expressandstar.co.uk 

said: “The NHS has done me proud but this decision makes 
it seem as though the people making the decisions are not 
concerned for the people going through all this.” 

Manjula Patel, health services manager for Murray Hall, 
said: “We have asked the primary care trust for more funding 
but they have money set aside in their budget as well.” 

Grant 

Spokeswoman Laura Broster said it already funded 
patient transport services from hospitals in the borough and 
to City Hospital at Winson Green. 

Murray Hall now plans to apply for a Macmillan Cancer 
Support grant on behalf of every patient they can in a bid to 
help fund alternative transport. 


Investigation after passengers cons roar 

v/ i w nto sot on 

stranded at Austrian airport for valley 


AN AIRLINE boss has promised to inves¬ 
tigate reports that passengers travelling 
from India were stranded in Austria until 
they had a whip round to pay an extra 
£20,000 towards the cost of completing 
their journey to Birmingham Airport. 

It also led to angry scenes at a Smethwick 
travel agents’ shop. 

Those on board said they were “held to 
ransom” for six hours in Vienna. It came after a 
flight with Austrian airline Comtel Air from 
Amritsar in India stopped to refuel. 

Passengers, many from the West Midlands, 
told how they had to hand over about £20,000 to 
pay for the rest of the journey and cover the 
landing tax. More than 180 passengers got back 
to Birmingham three days later than planned. 

Comtel Air’s director of passenger services 
Bhunpinder Kandra said: “It shouldn’t have 
happened and I will investigate why it hap¬ 
pened. The people who had to pay the money will 
receive a refund.” 

Asked if the company was going bust, he said: 


“There is no chance of that. Comtel is a very 
strong company, 16 years in Vienna.” 

Meanwhile, customers who booked the Comtel 
Air flights with a Smethwick travel firm had 
crowded into the shop demanding a refund for 
flights to India. Scores descended on Takhar 
Travel, in High Street, on November 16. 

Staff at the travel agent told furious passen¬ 
gers they should apply under the Air Travel 
Organiser’s Licence (ATOL) scheme to get a 
refund. 

Hardip Singh, aged 26, of White Road, Smeth¬ 
wick, said he was worried about his uncle in 
India who was due to fly back to the UK in early 
December. “We have paid £490 for the ticket,” he 
added. 

Jurisdiction 

Birmingham Airport spokesman Daniel Scaife 
said: “Comtel Air has a contractual arrangement 
with an approved airline to operate this service.” 

A spokesman for the Civil Aviation Authority 
said: “It is an Austrian airline, so we have no 
direct jurisdiction over it. 

“We are looking to see if 
people who bought their 
holiday in Britain bought it 
through an ATOL-licensed 
tour operator. 

“If they did, that tour 
operator needs to step in to 
arrange new flights for 
them.”

A PILOT scheme to cut 
absences at Sandwell Council, 
where workers ring nurses 
directly instead of their manager, 
will be rolled out across the whole 
authority by Christmas. 

Last year’s absence figures 
showed staff took an average of 10 
days off each. 

Staff in the adult social care 
department then became the first 
to trial a scheme under which 
they will ring an occupational 
health advisor, a qualified nurse, 
instead of their line manager to 
call in sick. 

The move comes after latest 
figures showed employees took an 
average of 9.66 days off each in 
2010/11. The national average is 
about eight days. 

Now council chief executive 
Jan Britton has said the scheme 
could be in place for the whole 
authority by Christmas.

He said: “The pilot project in 
adults is going well and the plan 
is to roll this new system out to 
the rest of the council before 
Christmas.” 

The average figure of 9.66 days 
absence per council worker is 
down on figures for 2009/10. In 
that year the authority’s staff 
took an average of 10.58 days off 
sick, and five years ago employees 
took an average of 14 days each. 

Latest figures place national 
sickness absence for councils at 
around eight days per employee 
while in the private sector 
average absence stands at 
between six and six-and-a-half 
days per employee.
